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The Rflv. A. B. Todd of Oatimrn, and 
tbe fiev, J. Eyley of Otepopo- tlie members of 
n (feputation appointed by the Synod to visit the 
outlying districts of the Province upon an ovan- 
pelistic misiion— arrived in Cromwell on Tues- 
day afternoon. Mr Todd preached in the School- 
room the same evening, and intimated that Mr 
Rvley would conduct divine Service in the same 
place on that night week (this eveningl. In the 
course of a brief address at the end of the service, 
M r Todd stated that himself and oolleagne had 
left home a fortnight before, and during that 
time had been engaged in missionary work at 
various places along the route between Palmer- 
ston and Cromwell. They had conducted wor- 
ship at every available opportunity, proclaiming 
the glad tidings of salvation in many localities 
where the sound of the gospel is seldom heard.

We have 
hrard many complaints as to the rnggeil charac- 
ter of that portion nf the route betweert Mr 
Shanl"’s farm .and the trig, station on the sum- 
mit of the hitl, — a distance nf nearly four iniles. 
As something over £ldO of the amount appro- 
priated for the work is still unexpended we pre- 
sume the fioverumeut would, if aprdied to 
readily sanction a small disbursement for the ad- 
ditional work required to make the track rea- 
s(jnably safe and serviceable. 

The approaclips to the Kawnrau Bridge 
are now completed on both sides of the river.

M'Atdell was the contractor— ascends by an easy 
gradient to Hiohards’s hotel ; and its formation 
involved no mconsi<ler,ahle amount of diflicultv, 
a portion of the roadway near the pier having to 
be iiiastcd out of the solid roek to the height of 
sixteen feet, and the wirlth of the mad.

It will be renirtnberetl that on the 19th 
December last a resident (it Deep Creak, named 
Mrs Harvey, lost her life tlirimgh fulling over a 
precipice into the Kii waraii. N o trace of the body 
was found until last Thursday, when it was 
discovered by a fossicker on tbo south bank of 
the river, about a mile and a half below M'Nulty’s 
hotel. The body was reduced to a mere skele- 
ton, and was found firmly impacted, head down- 
wards, between two ledges of rocks, about fifteen 
feet above the present level of the river at tbui 
point. Some vestiges of clothing still clnng to 
the skeleton — sufficient, we believe, to enable 
the husband to identify the remains of his un- 
fortunate wife. The two rings worn by Mrs 
Harvey at the time of t’le fatal occurrence were 
found on the fingers of the left hand. It seems 
probable that the woman, in falling down the 
tirecipice, bad sustained seiious if not mortal in- 
juries through coming into contact with projett 
ing rocks, for the left thigh bone was found to be 
fractured above the knee. Sergeant Uassels pro- 
ceeded to the spot yesterday, and having ob- 
tained assistance, succeeded with great difficulty 
in conveying the reinains along the river bank to 
the ch.air at the Natural Bridge, where the party 
crossed tbe river about eight o’clock in the even- 
ing, and afterwards carried their melancholy 
burden to Mr M'Nnlty’s hotel. Owing to the 
illness of Dr Corse, Mr W. L. Simpson, R. M. 
and Coroner, liad to he summoned to bold the 
inquest, which takes place to-day, at the Roar- 
ing Meg, 

The Colleen Bawn crushing, now going 
on at Logan’a battery is expected to be finished 
on 'rhnrsday. A parcel of thirty or forty tons 
from the old Royal Standard claim (which is now 
under new proprietorship) will be put through 
immediately afterwards. 

Speaking of the manner in which the 
Provincial Government advertise their land sales, 
the Daily Times, after calling attentiiin to the 
f.act that inotlier Provinces such sales are adver- 
tised in newspapers, asks this pertinent ques-

The Roxburgh corresjjondent of the Ymo- 
pehi Times writes to th.at paper aa foll.ms : — “I 
do not often attack Goveniinciit officers, but on 
this occasion 1 feel I would be lacking in my 
duty if I did not bring niider public notice the 
conduct of the C'yde telegr qibist. On iSimday, 
the 6th inst., Mrs P. T. Fitzverald- who had 
been confined a short time previonsly — liecame 
dangerously ill. There being no medical m,an in 
the di.»trict, Mr Fitzgerald asked Mr H,ale, the 
telouraplnat, to telegraph to Tnapeka for Dr 
Halley. 'Ibis was about one o’clock. Mr Hale 
(lid so, Irat it being after hours could get no .an- 
swer from the Tuapeka office. Mr Hale then 
tried Clyde, from which stition he received .an 
answer. He stated through the wires that the 
inc,ssage he wished to send was urgent, .and ask- 
ing the operator to go to Dr Sterling to tell him 
to proceed at once to the 'Peviot, and at once 
telegraph what sleps should be taken pending 
bis arrival. The Clyde telegraphist said “ Wait 
a minute.” Mr Hale waited at tbe instrument 
for fully two hours, but the operator at Clydt 
never returned, tlierefoie no communication 
could be obtained till 5 o'clock, at which time 
Mrs Fitzgerald had died. The Government

THE ATHEOIJIEHDOW:,IENT. 

A special meeting of members of the Cvom- 
wo 1 Athctiroiiin was held in tl.o Library on 
Tuisday evening, with the object of taking 
stt [IS to provide for the managemont of the 
block of hind ceded by the Provincial Govern- 
ment (with the consent of Mr Loiighnan as 
agent for the crown tenants) as a perpetual 
eiidowiiient to the institution. 

Mr PrcshiHV, president of comniittce, occu- 
pied the chair. He explained that as tlie 
Provincial Council would shortly be in scs- 
sion, and as the Government, Lad undertaken 
to introduce a bill vesting the endowment in 
trustees, it was n oeisary to reoiimmend and 
tiiiiismit the naiiKS of such persons as might 
be considered most anitable for th ollico. 

In the course of ,a diacnssinii on the sub- 
ject, it was pointed out tliat the persons wlio 
mi-.'ht be iip)ioint(d trustees could, if so in- 
clined, act indejirndemtly of the Athenamm 
Committee, anti exercise their powers tvf con- 
trol over the endowment in a way that might 
prove detrimental to the welfare of the insti- 
tution. Snell a contingency, it was said, wus 
ouite possible ; .and for tliat reimon it was 
su'igcsled that means should be adopted to 
obtain for tbe Athennsum Commitlee the 
status and powers of a corporate body, which 
would enable them to retain tlic iiiaiiiigemei.t 
of the ei dowmeiit in their own hands. 

It was then moved by Mr MacKellar — That 
the iSecivtavy be instructed to prepare and 
forward to the Govenimeiita memorial askii g 
that a bill may be prepared “ to incorpovaie 
theCroniwell Athenaeum, in ordorthat thereby 
its usefulness in the diffusion of knowledge 
and learning in Cromwell and its neighbour- 
hood may be promoted and extended, and 
any endowments in hind, moneys, or other 
gnints wliatsoever which liavc been or may 
here.after be made to the institution, may be 
duly administered.” 'The motion was duly 
-seconded, and was unanimously .adopted. 

Mr MacKellar further projmsed — Tliat the 
Secretary remind the Government of their 
promise to introduce an Athemenin Reserves 
Management Bill at tlie ensuing session of 
Council ; and .at the same time to mention 
that the bonndavios of endowment reserve 
would be furiiiglied on completion of survey. 
The motion was seci/.ided and agreed to. 

A sub-committee was aonoinJed to visit 
and examine the Lowtr Flat in company 
with the District Surveyor, with the view of 
fixing biiniidaries, pointing out road lines 
required, and estiiimting the relative rentable 
value of tlie difi'erent qualities of land com- 
prised within the limits of the block.

NEVIS. 

(from our own corkesponbent.) 

Mining matters still wear the same olieor- 
ful aspect as they did at the date of my last. 
Several fresh claims have been taken up in 
the river bed, in the gorge, about six. miles 
above the township. Let ns hope that suc- 
cess awaits the enterprising parties who have 
taken them up, — for success will be richly 
merited, as a long spell of arduous toil is 
ahead of them before they can teat their 
claims thoroughly. 

I hear that that successful and enten^rising 
miner, Mr W, Harrison, has sold his water- 
race at Ryder’s Gully. The price I know not, 
but it ought to be a good ono, as the property 
is valuable. 

A number of Celestials are leaving this 
district; turning their wandering footsteps 
towards the home of their fathers, where, 
doubtless, a ioyful welcome awaits them, for 
they all go with a bagful of gold,— Nevis gold 
too. It may not be one of the things that is 
generally known, but nevertheless 1 am_ as- 
sured by Chinamen themselves that it is a 
fact, that Nevis gold is the most valuable of 
any’that finds its way into China from New 
Zealand ; and this receives some confirmation 
from the circumstance of some of these home- 
going Chinamen having purchased gold here 
for £3 l7s. per oz., which is a shilling more 
than can be got for it in the usual way of 
trade. 

A public meeting was held in the Library 
on the evening of the 13th inst. , to t.ake into 
consideration the advisability of petitioning 
the Superintendent to appoint a Warden or 
other officer to visit this place regularly. 

' The meeting ivas well attended ; and the fol- 
lowing motion was pro]>osed by Mr G. Strat- 
ford, “seconded bv Mr W. Adie, and carried 
unanimously ; — That a petition be addressed 
to the Superintendent, asking him to appoint 
a ivai'den or warden’s clerk to visit this place 
monthly ; and that the signatures of all the 
minei'S and others on the Nevis be obtained 
• (if possible) to such petition. 

r send you a copy of the petition, and as it 
' speaks for itself, it therefore needs no com- 
'iiicnt from mo. 

On the same evening a meeting was held 
for the purpose of taking into consideration 
the host means of obtaining a common for 
the district. Mr A. Spence occupied the 
chair. So far as speechifying was concenied, 
it was mostly of that order known as conver- 
sational ; biit for all that, the matter w,as 
thoroughly discu-ssed, and all w'ere united in 
opinion as to the advantages that the resi- 
dents in the district would derive from such 
a boon being granted. It seemed to be the 
idea of most present that the run whicli em- 
' braces the land proposed to b.e applied for, is 
for sale ; but after due inipiiry as to ivhcre 
this idea originated, I could not ascertain 
that there was anything to sust,ain it. How- 
ever, 1 hope, for the success of the object of 
the meeting, that it h.as some foundation on 
fact. In the course of the meeting, the 
necessity of having a block of land thrown 
open for agricultural purposes was aiso dis- 
cussed. There was some difference of opinion 
on th is matter. The recent co llisions between 
the miner .and agi'icnltiirist at Clyde, Moa 
Flat, and other places, seemed to influence 
some ag.ainst the project; but the evident' 
necessity of, and the many advantages to be 
derived from, farming in our neiglibourhood, 
carried the majority. 1 append the principal 
motions passed at the meeting. 

Moved by Mr , and seconded by Mr 

,1. Dripps— Tliat a committee be formed for 
the jmrpose of ]ietitioiiing Government to 
grant a common for the use of the residents 
of tiie Nevis district. Carried iinaniinously. 

Proposed bv Mr J. Brown, and seconded 
by Mr W. Hazlett— That a block of ground 
for agricultural purposes be also applied for. 
CiU'ried. | 

After defining the bnunchiries of the pro- 
poded common and agricultural bloch, and 
electing a committee, the meeting gave the 
citgtomary vote of thanks to the Chairman 
and dissolved.

Your petitioners would respectfully draw 
your attention to the fact that there are about 
one hundred unil fifty of a wliitc population and 
nc.arly three hundred Chinese ; .and th.at it has 
been cnm[)uted by storekeepers, goldhuyers, and 
other ■yiersoiia competent to form .a correct esti- 
mate, that not less than three Imndred ounces 
of gold leave this district weekly, and that from 
the great extent of auriferous ground and the 
m.any other advantages which the district pos- 
sesses, there is every probability of the popula- 
tion and yield of gold increasing. 

Your petitioners earnestly desire that your 
Honor will, upon full consideration of the fore- 
going stateinonta, direct that a avardeii or his 
clerk shall visit this di.strict on the first Monday 
of every month, and that the duration of the 
visit shall c.xtend over that portion of the d.ay 
commonly allotted to business in the public 
offices.

SUPREME COURT, DUNEDIN. 



On Monday, April 22, Thomas Ryan was 
again placed on his trial on a charge of hav- 
ing, on the 4th January last, shot at Detec- 
tive Farrell with intent to murder him. 

Six jurymen were challenged by Mr Hag- 
gitt, (for the Crown,) and ono by Mr Barton, 
(for the prisoner.) 

Detective Farrell was first examined. In 
cross-examination, ho stated that no reward 
had been offered for the capture of the Sydney 
absconding bank clerk ; he had told Ryan on 
one occasion when questioned on the matter, 
that he was to get £300, hut he did so only be- 
cause he thought the question was an idle one. 
Ill reply to Mr Barton, he stated there w.as 
a mortgage on his house and land ; and the 
reason lie did not say so at last trial was that 
he was not asked. He had owed Wliite, his 
grocer, money for the last two or three years, 
and now owed him £20 or £30. The follow'- 
ing is the concluding portion of his exaiiiina 
tion by Mr Barton ; — 

You found Kyan and your wife under circum- 
stances which you thought improper? Yea. 
Dill you think any unchastity had taken place 
between them at that time ? I never suspected 
my wife’s dishonesty until [ saw what happened 
in May, 1870. You suspected then that there 
was an illicit intercourse? 1 did not : but 1 
thought it was highly improper of a married 
woman to be sitting on his knee. Were you not 
aware of some other little transactions of your wife 
before that time, not connected with Ryan at all? 
1 was not. Do you swear that you were not ac- 
quainted, and are not .acquainted now, with the 
circumstances of an investigation that took place 
at Tuapeka when Branigan was Ooinraissimier ? 
Will you swear that your wife’s letters were not 
produced there — her letters to Branigan ? No, 
she never wrote to him in her life. Bis letters 
to her were produced? Yes. [In next day’s 
Times, Farrell states that his answer here is re- 
ported wrongly ; he answered No, not Yes.] 
Witness added : The enquiry at Tuapeka did not 
refer to my wife, or fo Mr Branigan either ; it 
was relative to a charge against Mr Mortnn. 
Witnes.s, being ex.amined on another subject, 
said he did not, in conversation with old Green- 
ford, an old lag, say that if he had not recog- 
nised Ryan as the person who shot him, iie would 
have put it down to Cunningham, another old 
hand. Wh.at he did say w.as that it his dead 
body had been picked up in the street, it was 
possible that the crime might have been put 
down to Cunninghaui, who was in the Tlieatre 
that night. 

The witnesses examined previously gave 
’ evidence again, and the Court then adjourned, 
i On Tuesday, after one or two unimportant 
I witnesses w'cre heard, Sub-Iiispcctor Mallard 
! was called. In his cross-examination, he gave 
tlie hdlowing new evidence : — 

Were anv bullets found ? There was a car- 
tridge — a patent one — found by Mr Davis, ijf tjie 
Water Works Comp.any. His Honor : Ain’ ex- 
ploded cartride? No, your Honor. Mr Barton : 
Where was it found ? It w.as found in the back 
yard of Davis’s house. Mr Barton : But I am 
not acquainted with his house. His Honor : 
Where is Davis’s house ? Iniincdiately opp.isite 
Brndrick's coal office in Stuart-streofc. >ir Bar- 
ton ; Have you got th.at cartriilge ? Witness 
produced the cartridge and explained : 1 a:n 
wrong ill wh.at I said ; this cartridge was found 
on the roof of a shed in Moray-place, on 8und;iy, 
the .5th .January. Th.at is the afvernoou of the 
day following the night on which the shots were 
tired? Yes. Was any other found ? .4 piece of 
a hnllet that had passed through a jiistol was 
found iuJ.ago'a store. Have you th.at hall? I have 
not. It is ill possession of Sergeant Neill, of 
Fort Chalmers, who found it. Was the bullet 
weighed? Itwassciitto MrMills, gunsmith, and 
he could give me no satisfactory information re- 
garding it. Was tliore any other bullet found ? 
No, not to iny knowledge. Mr Barton, having 
e.v.amined the cartriilge, asked that the -lury 
should see whether there was any bullets in the 
box found in ]nisoner’s room like the cartridge 
which w.a.s prpduced as having been found on the 
roof of the shed. Witness : Of course the car- 
tridge is a different kind of aiuinuiiition alto- 
gether ; it is entirely different ; you can pnr- 
ch.ase it aiivwhere ; it is quite a different kind 
to any I found in the box. This is a patent car- 
taidge, and is fired without 'a c-ap ; th i others 
are not, and are fired with a cap. Mr Barton: 
A pistol loaded avith that kind of aininuiiition 
would have no flash or smoke from the nipple ? 
There would be a flash from the mouth, hut 
neither powder nor smoke from the nipp’e. 
Witness, w’uo h.ail said that prisoni r’s hoots were 
wet but not muddy, was now asked by Mr ilag- 
gitt : Is there not a great deal of grass in Castle- 
street, and could not a person rniining through 
the street get his boots cleaned as he went alung? 
and the answer was in the affirmative. 

This was the case for the ])ro3ecutiou. 

For the defence, Robert Hume, a new wib 
ness, was called. Four previous wituc.sses 
bad sworn tliat w'hen Mrs Farrell came to tlie 
door, she had a night-dress on ; hut Hume 
declared that she was dressed in black stuH'. 
She seemed to have dressed hurriedly. 

James M'Laren, a tailor, also a new wit- 
ness, said lie lived in Moray-place, and had 
for eight years. His house was in front of 
Farrell’s house. For several weeks before 
the night of the shooting, lie bad noticed 
some one lurking about the streets ; and on 
one occasion he ran against tiiis some ono. 
He knew Ryan by appearance, and be snore 
the man was not Rjmn. On the night of the 
shooting lie had been at liis own house about 
nine o’clock. But he liad seen nothing of the 
lurking individual. That night was the 
darkest night on which he had ever passed 
through Mor.ay-p!ace. The colour of a man’s 
clothes could not be discerned at two yards’ 
distance on tiiat night — much less twenty or 
thirty. Frequently', for fear of the Inrkcr, 
he had gone home by Stuart-street, instead 
of going direct by Moray-phice. 

Mr Barton and Mr Haggitl then addressed 
the jury. His Honor suiiimed up, and the 
jury retired at 6 o’clock to consider their 
verdict, and at 20 minutes to 7 returned 
into Court with a verdict of Not Guilty. 
Ryau was -at once discharged from custody.

Amusing Breach of Promise Case. 

[London liailtf News, .Sflth Noveinbor.] 

^ That a gentleman aliould bring an action 
against a lady for breach of promise of 
a marriage appears to ns to be almost a per- 
1 version of the order of nature, and on that 
X account legal proceedings of the kind de- 
serve, perhaps, mor& attention than those 
in which plaintiff and defendant occupy tho 
usual relations in such matters towards 
each other. In the Court of Common 
Pleas, Dublin, on Wednesday, Mr John 
Knox sued Pierce Arnold and Margaret 
Arnold, his wife, for that “ he was willing 
and ready to marry the defendant, Mar- 
garet Arnold, until she married the male 
defendant ; and that in consequence of his 
agreement to marry, he left his situation 
and sustained damage to the amount 
stated,” {£100); The defence was that 
“although the promise was made, it was 
made in consideration that the plaintiff 
would within a reasonable time become a! 
Roman Catholic, to which religion defen- 
dant belonged.” Mr Knox was by profes- 
sion a butler, and bad attained the rijie 
age of forty-five. Close by the house in 
which Mr Knox officiated was an hotel, 
conducted by Mrs Trully, a widow, with 
SI what was described as a “ snug bu.siness” 
to manage. The butler used the hotel 
when off duty, and ultimately made love 
to the landlady. The correspondence, as 
read by counsel, did not disclose a very 
passionate attachment on the part of the 
widow for Mr Knox. Perhaps the most 
.iffectionate passage in her letters was one 
in which she said, “ Dear John, you seem 
to be in want of cash, but, niy dear friend, 
f I had it you should not want it, ” “ W rite 
- often,” she elsewhere says, “ write often, 
e aa I do he fretting about you.” Mrs 
Trully, it seemed, required an amanuensis 
to help her in communicating with the 
faithful and ultimately jilted Knox. This 
hinction was di.scharged by another fre- 
quenter of the inn, named Michael Lynch, 
who held a mounted commission in the 
Royal Irish Police. Things were appa- 
rently moving towards the instalment of 
Mr Knox in the place of the late Mr 
Trully, when the widow marries Mr Arnold, 
represented as a youthful loafer ; and eoun- 
M'l for the afflicted butler drew a touching 
picture of the loss sustained by his client, 
“ who was so near being landlortl of an hotel, 
snd who saw his affeetions and 'his-pros- 
p!cts blighted by the whim of a' fickle 
woman. Mrs Trully, who is ungallantly 
mentioned in the report as “ not at all 
aver fascinating” made out a strong case 
'j for herself ou examination. Mr Knox 
was of a convivial turn, and was more fre- 
quently drunk than sober. She admitted, 
j liowever, that she had pvomi,sed to marry 
him if he would renounce Protestantism. 
J, It was then given in evidence that John 
,1 Knox, with a spirit appropriate to his 
Dame, had inquired in the presence of wit- 
l,j aosses, “ How could he disgrace his father 
ij. hy becoming a Roman CatholicT’ Finally, 
ti 'he judge left it to the jmy to decide 
whether the promise to marry was given 
j| unreservedly, or conditionally on the plain- 
Ih tiff hecomiiig a Roman Catliolic ; and a 
of wi-dict was returned for the defendant, 
hi who was cordially cheered as she left the

^ Crime on a Large Scale. I 

A trial is at the [ireaent moment .taking I 
phice in Szegedin, in Hungary, the extra- 
ordinary complicated and dramatic history 
of wliich is^ destined to occupy a con- 
spicuous place amongst the crimin.al re- 
cords and epochs. The individuals involved 
raay be counted by hundreds— their crimes 
wd offences by tliousand.s ; and their first 
arrest took ijiaoe as far back as 18C9. The 
Uoijd of Pesth gives an outline of the case 
tttder the title of the “ Proces Sandor" — 
Sindor being the name of thechief of a band 
of rualefactoi's who.se deju'cdations and atro- 
cities rendered them a horror. The in- 
WnLints of Szegedin had become so terri- 
W in consequence of the daring exploits 
of Sundor’s band of brigands, that they 
coked and barred them-selvos in their 
houses every night at dusk, and dared not 
'enture into the str eets even during the 
clay without heing armed with revolvers 
DDd sword-sticks. Uobbers, incendiary 
ure.s, and assassinations, were the order of 
hue day, anrl the midefactors carrietl their 
edacity so far as to attack the diligences 
the open day, and in the very midst 
0 the town itself. For a long time the 
cciniinals escaped, whilst iiiimhers of inno- 
■oiit inliabitauts wei'e arrested on suspicion ; 
uud it was under these circumstances that 
M- de Rayday was sent as Royal Commis- 
Uoner to Szegedin, charged with full 
peevers, and having at hi.s disposition the 
Ofoes and resources necessary to put an 
cud to a state of things so deplorable and 
f. M. de Rayday soon became 

* '“ivuiced that not only Szegedin, but the 
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whole condlat and tire surrounding districts 
were infested by formidable “ companies” 
of brigands, whose orgiinism was complete 
and tlieir circle of action clearly defined. 
When one of these companies was not suf- 
ficiently numerous to carry out a daring 
enterprise, assistance was lent by other 
companies. Two of these bands of brigands, 
leagued together, not long ago succeeded in 
entering the cellars of a bank, and in carry- 
ing the immense safe into the street j they 
failed, however, in getting it into a o.srt 
which they had brought for the purpose, 
and found themselves compelled to abandon 
their valuable booty. The safe was intact 
at the door of the bank on the following 
morning ; and the operation had been car- . 
ried on without anyone’s attention being 
called to it, or without anyone dating to: 
give the alarm. After eaieful and minute 
inquiries, the Royal Commissioner found 
to his amazetiient that a number of adini, 
nistrative and judicial functionaries wei'e 
acting as accomplices of the various hands 
of brigands — that even the titled nobilities 
of the district acted as receivers of the 
I stolen property. A number of these com- 
panions were soon tracked, and several of 
the bandits were arrested and given up to 
jnstioe. It was then found that the police 
agents were in league with the malefactors. 
-At Szegedin, a commissary of police, two 
judges, four employes of the Treasury, and 
forty-six detectives were arrested as being 
implicated in the depredations of the bands. 
Crimes have been brought to light which 
were perpetrated thirty years ago ; and an ; 
old man of seventy was condemned some 
short time ago for a crime committed 
when he was forty years of age. The 
novel and peculiarly “ psychological " 
spteni pursued by the Royal Commis- 
sioner in order to find out the guilty par- 
ties amongst the hundreds of individuals 
arrested is worth recording. The prisoner.s 
were completely isolated from the rest of 
the world during their confinement ; and 
their eyes were bound in order to prevent 
any conversation by signs usually resorted 
to by accomplished thieves. “ Companions 
of captivity,” totally unknown to them, 
were placed in tlie same cells, who soon in- 
: siniuited themselves into the confidence of 
the prisoners, studied their characters, made 
themselves acquainted with their secrets 
and used all their efforts to bring a full 
confession. All the malefactors arrested, 
it inu.st not be forgotten, are kept in the 
utmost ignorance as to the charges which 
weigh against them. On their first exami- 
nation they were not questioned as to the 
perpetration of such a crime, but they were 
■simply asked to give an account of any 
offence of which they might acknowledge 
themselves guilty. By these means a num- 
ber of crimes have been brought to light 
hitherto totally unsuspected. An idea of 
how desirable a place Szegedin must have ' 
been to live in may be formed from the fol- 1 
lowing emuneration of the cases which are: 
now being tried before especially appointed 
court. When the Royal Com misioiier first j 
arrived at Szegedin tliere were 1506 crimi-| 
mil charges to be heard ; a little later 500 ■ 
more charges were made j and when the 
Royal Commission liad terminated its dirties 
950 fresh cases svere hrouglit to light — mak- 
ing in all nearly 3000 crimes of the gravest 
character. Of this total 1000 judgments 
have already been given, and nearly all 
these judgments have lieen. confirmed on 
appeal. The crimes and offenoas discovered 
by the Royal Commission atnountto 8000. 

I he principal charges are those of murder, 
robbery, pillage, incendiarism, &c. (the; 
cases of robbery alone exceeding 4000). 
The trial of this unprecedented batch of 
highwaymen, which commenced on the 
13th lilt, was not expected to terminate 
before the end of the month. ;

Kevfspapers as Class Books. 

f 7'imaru Iltrald.) 

What our colonial youth learn is learned 
in the school-room entirel}', and with this 
knowledge before us, we point out a “class- 
book” which might well be added to the 
schoolmaster’s reptrtov'e , — the newspaper. 
Ephemeral as the newspaper undouiitedly 
is, with its news fresh to-day and stale to- 
morrow, still it is the only running history 
of tlie times in which we live, ’riiough it 
is mucli the fashion with hJnsi newspaper 
readers to decry the morning .sheet witli a 
“ Pshaw, there’s nothing in the paper,” if 
its columns hiiply do not contain that which 
is sensational, or anything partionlarly in- 
teresting to the reader personally, yet a 
newspaper must he badly got u|) indeed if 
there is not found in it much that is inter- 
esting, instructive, and novel. In America, 
that country of iiewspupers and light litera- 
ture, the new.spaper is introduced into 
schools with marked success, and we are 
pleased to see that the system is finding 
advocates on this side the 1 ue. Mr Pearse, 
head master of one of the Government 
schools at Buuinyong, in Victoria, has re- 
cently addressed a circular to the p.irents 
and guardians of children attending his 
school, in which he, thus sets forth the value 
of newspapers as a means of education ; — 

“ We have to do with many children whose 
whole stock of information is aciiuired in the 
school, their home training being of no assistance 
whatever, The only books read are those of the 
school, which contain, as a glance through the 
fourth and fifth form honks will show, dilficnlt 
lessons on Political Economy, Wonders of Science, 
.Subjugation of the Powers of Nature, and copious 
extracts from the English classics— .8hakes[ie'ire, 
Milton, Pope, Addison, &o. Parents need not 
wonder therefore that pupils in the higher classes 
occasionally fail in reading, for what is re.ni 
must be thoroughly understoud. More exten- 
sive reading is requin d. We find that those of 
our elder pupils who are accustomed to read a 
newspaper, are in point of general intelligence 
vastly superior to their less fortunate cl iss-m.ates. 
Linked as we are by ehctric telegraph to the 
whole civilised world, one is ineiined to wonder 
that any family should be without a paper, esjje- 
eially now that the cost is so little. ” 

The above extract will commend it-self to 
the attention of all men who desire to see 
the adoption of a more liberal and a more 
diversified system of education than at pre- 
sent obtnims in our common schools. The 
schoolmaster, for the most part, never 
Ui'eams of going beyond the four corners 
oS tlie class book, and there are some no 
doubt so wedded to the old system of teacli- 
ing, that they would con.sider it heterodox 
to supplement tliat system by any means 
whatever ; again, there are some others — 
and among them we believe is to be foiimi 
the liead master of the Tiraarn public school 
— possessing sufficient elasticity and libe- 
rality of mind to graft fri sli birds on the old 
stock. The newspaper-, to our thinking, 
should be found in every sdiooi-room. 
The Pres.s being of “ no religion,” stands 
on a platform where the Catholic and Rrn- 
testarit, Wesleyan and Presbyterian, can 
come together without fear of clashing one 
with another. By saving tlie Press has 
“ no religion,” we mean to infer that with 
the exception of certiiin class journals, the 
columns of news[)apers are generally dosed 
against religious disjiutations, and in tlte 
matter of news all sects and denominations 
are treated alike ; yet for the rao.st part the 
Press of New Zealand, is, we think, dis- 
tingui.sheil by its bigli moral tone, and 
by a general absence of that language 
which seeks under cover of moral teaching 
to instil a subtle pois m. 'J'he introiluc- 
tion of newspapers into scltoo’s sho il I iiave 
tlie effect of ligtitening for an hour or so 
the dull routine of the schoolroom, and tin- 
diversified diarneter of the news contained 
in the aver, age newspaper, would be far 
more e.igerl.y .soiiglit after by the young- 
sters, than Roinaix History or a le.saon on 
the Geogra|)hy of tlie White Sea. More- 
over such rending giving a taste for in- 
structive reading and enquiry, would he 
conducive to good, and bring the boy to 
take an intelligent interest in matters of 
everyday occurrence.
